Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure, which is not enabling. The circuit for perfoming the compare function and 
voting function is essential to the practice of the invention, but not included in the 
claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 
USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). A single means claim, i.e., where a means recitation does 
not appear in combination with another recited element of means, is subject to an 
undue breadth rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. In re Hyatt, 708 F.2d 
712, 714-715, 218 USPQ 195, 197 (Fed. Cir. 1983) (A single means claim which 
covered every conceivable means for achieving the stated purpose was held 
nonenabling for the scope of the claim because the specification disclosed at most only 
those means known to the inventor.) When claims depend on a recited property, a fact 
situation comparable to Hyatt is possible, where the claim covers every conceivable 
structure (means) for achieving the stated property (result) while the specification 
discloses at most only those known to the inventor. See MPEP Section 2164.08(a). 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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3. Claims 1-9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

4. Claims 10-20 are allowed. 



5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Staszewski et al. (US 6,587,529) disclose Phase Detector Architecture For 
Phase Error Estimating And Zero Phase Restarting. 

Behrens et al. (US 5,754,352) disclose Synchronous Read Channel Emplying 
And Expected Sample Value Generator For Acquiring A Preamble. 

Dolivo et al. (US 4,890,299) disclose Fast Timing Acquisition For Partial 
Response Signalling.
